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The Barbarity of his Enemies ſtopt not 
here; for not content to have Aſſaſſinated 
his Perſon and Reputation, they even dif

mov'd it to the place of Common Execu-

Whether the Matter of Fact, as [ a4/ow 
related it, be true or falſe, 'tis not material 
here to enquire, tho' i think nothing can 
give any Honeſt Van a juſter and greater 
Averſion to the Libertines of that Party, 
than to obſerve rhat their Malice has no 
Bounds, and that it neither ſpares the Dead 


nor the Living. 


But of all the Indignities offer'd to the 
Mares of this injur'd Prince, nothing in 
my Opinion comes up to the Inhumanity 
and Prophaneſs of the Calves-Head Clubb. 

For my part, I was of Opinion at Firſt, 
That the Story was purely contriv'd on pur- 
Poſe to render the Republicans more Odious 
than they deſerv'd , for I cou d not imagine 
how any Men that pretended to be CHriſti- 
ans, or call'd themſelves Eng/iſhmez, cou'd 


calmly and ſedately Applau:l an Action, 


Condemn'd not only by the Word of GOD, 
but by the Laws of the Land, to which they 
pretend to pay ſo great a Deference. 

As for the Regicides, who were actually 
concern'd in this excrable Trageay, this may 
be ſaid however in Favour of them (if [ 
may be allow'd ſo to expreſs my felt cowards 
Criminals of that Magnitude ) that having 

| OSS gone 
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gone ſo far in their Wickedneſs, and giver 


His Majefly ſuch infupportable Provocati- 
ons, and, what is more, Meaſuring his 
Clemency by their own, they concluded he 
cou'd never forgive them; and therefore 
like Cabaline, found themſelves under the 
Neceſſity of commirting greater Crimes, 
in order to cover themſelves from what 
was paſt. 
But what can be offer'd to extenuate the 
Crime of theſe Athe:ſtical Miſcreants, who 
make That a Matter of their Lude Mirth, 
which the whole Nation has, in the moſt 
Solemn Manner, ever ſince Lameated ; and 
over their Cups applauded themolt Wicked 
Action whith the Sun ever beheld ? 
For this Reaſon' my good- Nature made 
me look upon it as a Fiction upon the Party, 
till happening in the late Reign, to be in 
the Company of a certain Active Hhięg, 
who in all other Reſpects, was a Man of 
probity enough; he aſſured me, that to his 
Knowledge 'twas true; that he knew molt

their Elders preſented an Eikou Baſulike , 
which was with great ſolemnity Burn'd up- 
on the Table, whilſt the Anthems were 
vinging. Alter this, another producd 
Milton's Defeuſias Popul: Anziicaut, upon 
Which all lay'd their Hands, and made a 
Proteſtation in form of an Oath, for ever 
to {tand by, and maintain; the Company 
wholly conſiſted of Izdeperdants and Ana. 
vaptiſts (J am glad for the Hondur of the 
Preſoyter;4415 to ket down this Remark) That 
the Famous Jerry Hie, formerly Chaplain 
to Oliver Crommeil, Who no doubt ont,

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came to ſanctify with his P/ Exhorta- 
tions, the Rebaldry of the Day, ſaid Grace; 


that after the Table.Cloath was removed, 


the Annaverſary Anthem, as they impiouſiy 
call'd it, was ſung, and a Calves-Skwull hid 
with Wine or other Liquor, and then a 
Brimmer went about to the Pons Memory 
of thoſe worthy Patriots that had Kill'd the 
Tyrant, and deliver'd their Country from 
his Arbitrary Sway, and laſtly, a Collection 
made for the Mercenary Scribler, to which 
every Man contributed according to his Zeal 
for the Cauſe, and Ability of his Purſe. 

I have taken care to ſet down what the 
Gentleman told me, as faithfully as my Me- 
mory wou d give me leave; and I am per-.

as if they had too hard a Bargain of In. 
juſtice; believe they may have reaſon 
enough to give unjuſt Judgment, rather 
then loſe their Places and their Money too, 
if they ſhall receive ſuch intimation from 
the King. But you forget your ſelf when 


you put this in your Appeal to all Rational 


Men; for they will tell you this was a bold 


affront done to your High Court of Juſtice; | 
for if it were potential Tyranny (as you 


will have it) inthe King to have but a de- 


ſign to indure the ſudges to give Sentance 


againſt the Law, which you tay brings the 
People the very next ſtep to Slavery: What 
is it in thoſe who preſume to give Sentance 
themſelves not only contrary to Law, but 
the declared Opinion of all the Judges, and 


thoſe of their chooſing too? And (I be- 


feech you) whether by your own Doctrine 
does this bring the People that ſubmit to it?

m the Male Adminiſtrations, Injuſtices, and 
t. Oppreſſions of the Parliament, your Rea- 
ſons are, becauſe he made ſuch wicked and 
in corrupt Judges: Were they not his own 
Creatures? and ought not every Man to 
be accountable for the Work of his own 
Hands? Believe me, this were ſomething, if 
you could prove he made them wicked, as 
well as Judges. But if this Plea hold, you have 
argued well for your honourable Clients, 
the People; for if they made the King 
as you fay they did, you have cleared him 
iz. of all ſuch horrid Crimes, Murders, and 
Maſfacres, which you take fo muci. Pains 
to no purpoſe, to accuſe him of; and like 
a right Man of Law, have undone 
| your Cilents, upon whoſe Score you ſet 
them: Your next Buſineſs will be to prove 
n. God guilty of the Sins of wicked Men, 
for they are his Creatures, and the Work 
of his Hands, I take it. But this is your 
perpetual Method of doing him right, to 
make him ſole Author and Owner of all 
his ill ordered or unhappy Actions, ar 
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not allow him a ſhare in any good Deed 
or Act of Grace. 


And theſe are the Fundamentals of 
the Charge, only Suppoſitions of Intentions 
and Deſigns, which how far you have 
proved juſt or profitable, let any Man but 
your ſelf judge: The Courſe you take 
afterwards, is much worſe in my Opinion, 
for you make your own Grounds, and 
either not prove them at all, or (which 
is worſe) prove them upon their own 
bottom, as when you take upon you to ſtate 
the Ground of your Wars, and prove the 
King to be the Caulc of it, you do it thus: 


The King (you ſay) ſet up his Stan- 
dard of War for the Advancement and Up- 


holding of his Perſonal Intereſt, Power, 


and pretended Prerogative, againſt the pub- Þ 


lick Intereſt of common Right, Peace, 
and Safety. How do you prove this? Be- 
cauſe he Grate for the:Militia, for a Pow- 
er to call and diſtolve Parliaments, a nega- 
tive Voice, to make Judges, confer Honours, 
grant Pardons, make Corporations, inhance 
or debaſe Money, and avoid his own Grants. 
Theſe you call his Perſonal Intereſt, 
Power, and Prerogative, which you ſay ht 
fought for: Now, put the Poſition and 
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Proof together, and ſee what Senſe it will 
make; truly none but this: That he made 
War for his Prerogative, becauſe he fought 
for his Prerogative : Is not this fine Lo- 
gick ! but ſuppoſe it were Senſe, how do 
you prove he fought for his Prerogative? 
to this, you have not one Word to {ay ; 
and why then ſhould we rather take your 
Word, than the King's, who proteſted he 
took Arms in Defence of the Proteſtant Re- 
ligion, the Liberty of the Subject, Pri- 
vileges of Parliament, and Laws of Fng- 


land? Certainly there is no Man in his 


Wits, but would rather believe his Words, 
than your Arguments, if he does but conſider 
that the maſt improbable part of. all, (he 
proteſted to fight for the Defence of the 
Privileges of Parliaments, is found by 
Experience to be no Paradox: How true 
the reſt is, time will inſtruct you. But 
yet I cannot ſee why we ſhould not rather 
believe them, than the Pretences of the 
Parliament, which were more to tight in 
Defence of his Perſon, and there own 
Privileges, which how they have per form- 
ed, your ſelf can tell; but all this 
while you miſtake your own Queſtion, 
which was not the right of Cauſe, bur 
the Cauſe, or (as you have it) the Oc- 


cation of the War; and if you had a pur- 


pole 
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poſe to know that, Actions had been the 
only Guide of your Inquiry; for Intenti- 
ons and Words are uncertam, and if they 
make no Aſſualts in private Quarrels, 
know not why they ſhould in publick; 
and therefore, ſince we can never agree 
about the Truth of more remote Cauſes, 
tis moſt juſt for us to place the Cauſe 
of the War where we find the firſt Breach 
of the Peace. Now, that the King was 
cleared of this, all indifferent Men, who 
had the Unhappineſs to be acquainted 
with the Method of their own undoing, 
can very well teſtifie. And if the Parli- 
ament ſhould deny it, their own Votes 
would contradict them, as well as their 


Actions; for when they firft raiſed Horſe 


and Arms, they pretended to do ſo, becauſe 
it appeared the King, ſeduced by wicked 
Counſel, intended to make War againſt 
the Parliament; whereby they confeſs he 
had not then done it, and they had ſo little 
Ground to make it appear he ever would, 
that they were fain to uſurp the Right of 
his Cauſe, to juſtifie there own; and they 
ſay took Arms for the Defence of the King, 
which if we grant, it muſt follow they 
firſt made War againſt him; for no Body 
elſe ever did, againſt whom they could 
poſſibly defend him; nor did their Acti- 
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ons, in offering the firſt Violence, leſs de- 
clare who began the War, when having 


| an Army ready to invade him, before he 


ſet up his Standard, they both followed 


| and ſet upon him, as they did at Edge 


Hill, Go as far as you can, you will 
ſtill find the Scots (whoſe Quarrel the 
Parliament took up at the ſecond Hand, as 
well as they followed their Examples) 
were the firſt Beginners of all. 


This being granted, how the King could 
afterward do le than he did, I cannot 


* underſtand: Firft he was bound by the 
Law of Nature (which you ſay is Le- 


gitlative, and hath a [nſpenfive Power o- 
ver Human La ) to defend him- 
ſelf. Secondly, by his Coronation-Oath, 
which he took to keep the Peace; and 


how could he do that, but by his raiſing 


Power to ſuppreſs thoſe who had al- 
ready broken it? Thirdly, by the Laws 
of the Land, which you ſay truſted him 
with the Power of the Sword, and 
how could he preſerve that 'Truſt, if he 
had fate ſtill and ſuffered others not on- 
ly to take it from him, but to uſe it a- 
gainſt hun, ELL 


. 
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zut jt is moſt probable that he never 
intended 1t, elſe he was very unwiſe to 
let them be before hand with him, in 


ſeizing upon his Caſtles, Magazines, 


and Ships; for which there can be no 
Reaſon 1magin'd, but that he was loth to 
give them any Occaſion (in ſecuring them) 
to ſuſpect he did but intend a War. And 
by all this, I doubt not but it appears plain 
enough to all Rational Men, that he was 
{o far from being the Cauſe of the War, 
that he rather fell into it by avoiding it; 
and that he avoided it ſo long, till he 
was tain to take Arms at fo great a Diſ- 
advantage, as he had almoſt as good have 
ſate ſtill, and ſuffered. And in this you 
have uſed the King with the ſame Juſtice 
the Chriſtians received from Nero, who 
having let Rome on fire himſelf, a Sacri- 
fice to his own wicked Genius, laid the 
Odium of it on the Chriſtians, and put 
them to Death for it. 


But this way you found too fair and open 


for your purpoſe, and therefore declined it 
for having proved his Intentions by his De- 
ſires, and his Actions by his Intentions, 
you atternpt a more prepoſterous way yet, 
to prove both ; by what might have been 


his Intentions: And to this purpoſe, ou 
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have the Confidence (in ſpight of Senſe) to 
make Contingencies the final! Cauſe of 
Things: And impolitick Accidental, 

oflible Inconveniences (which all the 
Wit of Man can never avoid) the intended 
Reaſons of State, As when you will have 
the King fight for the Militia, only to 
command the Purſe of the people; tor a 
Power to make Judges, only to wrett the 
Laws: to grant Pardons, that publick 
ſpirited Men (as you call them) may 


be made nar, and the Murderers par-

don, Ge. All which being Creatures of 


your own Fanſie and Malice, (and no part 
of his Quarrel, ) you are ſo far from 
proving he fought for that, when you 
have {trained your Ability z al! „ou can 
ſay, is but this, in your own Senſe, That 
lie fought for a Power to do that which 
he never would do when it was in his 
Power: But if you take this Liberty, I 
cannot but think how you would beſtir 
your felt, if you could but get your Cod, 
as YOu have Jone your King, before“ «cl 
an impartial High Court of ſuſtice as this!

did it to avoid the Duke's Impeachment, 
you cannot prove, but if you could, you 
maſt conſider, that in ſuch Caſes, Princes 
may as well om their Favourites from 
Injury as Juſtice, ſince no Innocence can 
ſerve them, if they lie as open to the 
97 as they do to the Envy of 
Men. 


But for the better Satis fact jon of thoſe 
vou appeal to, Iihall add this: It is moſt 
certain that this Humour of innovation 
began to ftir in the firſt Parliament of this 
King, and grew to an Itch in the Commons 
for the Alteration of Government ; to 
which end, they firſt reſolved to pull down 
the chief Juſtrument thereof, the Duke 
ot Buckingham : But havins then no 
Scotch Army, nor Act of Continuance 
to allure their Sitting, all the Wit of Ma- 
tice could never invent more politick 
Courte than to impeach him, and put this 
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for thus they were not only ſure of the 
Affections of the People, who ot of the 
common Fate of Favourites, generally hated 
the Duke, and are always ple: ed with 
the Ruin of their Superiors, but ſecured 
from the King's Interpoſition, w.cm they 
believed by this means, bound up from 
protecting the Duke, though he knew 
His Innocency) leſt the Envy aud Fancy 
of all ſhould fall upon himfalf : but the 
King, who underſtood their Meaning, and 
knew this was but in order to their fur- 
ther Attempts, (which always begin with 
ſuch Sacrifices) {ſuddenly diflolved the 
Parliament, and by his Wiſdom and Foli- 
cy, kept that Calamity ſixteen Years after 
from the People, which the very ſame 
Courſes and Fate of theſe unhappy Times 
nave ſince brought upon them. But von 
have taken more "Pai ns to prove him Guil- 
ty ſince his Death of the Rebellion in Fe- 
fond, altho' with as little Reaſon or In- 
enuity, only you deal fairly in the 
* and tell us what Tudsinent 
and Conſcience we are to expect from you, 
when you ſay, as a Ground for all von 
Proofs; If v0: 1 meet a Man running d. 
Stairs with 2 bloody Sword in his Man. 
and find a Man Ribbed ; in the Chamber, 
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to the Body by that Man which you met; 
yet if you were of the Jury, you durſt not 
but find him Guilty of the Murther, [ 
hope rot before you know whether the 
Man killed were lent by the King to fetch} 
the Man you met, for then you way ſay 
it muſt be in his own Defence: Trul 

you are a ſubtil Enquirer, but let us hear 
ſome of the clear Proofs ; firſt, he durſt 
never deny it abſolutely ; beſides the no- 
torious Falſhood of that, it is moſt ſenſe- 
leſs to imagine, that he who had Wicked- 
nels enough to commit ſo horrid an Act, 
ſhould have the innocent Modeſty, not to 
deny it, when he durſt not own it. He 
ſent Thanks to Mruſterry and Plunket b 

Ormond, which you are confident his 
height of Spirit would never have done, 
17 he had not been as guilty as themſelves; 
and may. not Ormond, that carried the 
Thanks, be by the ſame Reaſon as wel! 
proved guilty as the King? What's next, 
It he had not been guilty, he would have 
made a thouſand Declaratiors, and have

bounds, Ge. That was impoilible to be 
lone * n £444 And Cor hes 4 oem TY 
donc without foirhy to the Pope, and then 
vou would hve proved it clearly indeed. 
Lat the Copy cf his Conuniſlion to the 
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Triſh Rebels, is in the Hands of the Parlia- 


ment. Tis moſt certain they never be- 
lieved it themſelves, elle it had not been 
omitted in the Charge. But now for an 
Argument to the purpoſe ; after the [iſh 
were proclaimed Traytors and Rebels by 
the King, their General Council made an 
Oath to bear true and faithful Allegiance 
to King Charles, and by all means to main- 
tain his Royal Prerogative againit the Puri- 
tans in the Parliament of England, which 
they would never have done, unleſs he had 
commanded or conſented to the Rebellion: 
But obſerve then what will follow ; after 
the two Houſes at Weſtminſter were pro- 
claimed Rebels and Lraytors by the King, 
they made a ſolemn Covenant to defend 
his Royal Perſon, Rights and Dignities, 
againſt all Oppoſers whatiover, and there- 
fore by the fame Reaſon he did command 
or conſent to the War raited by the Par- 
Uament againſt himſelf. Bur did they nor 
ſay they had his Commiliton,, and call 
themſelves the King and Queen s Armies? 
But then, you forgot who they were that 
faid fo, Hell-hounds, and Blood-hounds, 
Feinds and Fire-brands, and Bloody De- 
viis, not to be named without Fire and 
Brimſtone; do you think tuck are not to

be believed, (eſpecially when they ſpeak 
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for their own Advantage) rather than the 
Pcoplc of God, the ſaithful of the Land at 
Meſtminſter, who likewiſe, when they 
Tr: ied Forces, {a1d, they did it for the 
King and Parliament? Can any Man in 
his Wits deny but the King is to be belie- 
vochbefore either of theſe? And yet youcan- 
not be perfwaded, but his Offer to go in 
Perion to ſuppreſs the Rebellion, was a De- 
tion to return at the Head of 20 or 
$0000 Rebels to have deſtroyed this Nati- 
on; that's very ſtrange! but firſt, how ſhall 
we believe what you ſay before, (to ſhew 
your Breeding? ) Never was Bear ſo un- 
willingly brought to the Stake, as he was 
to declare againſt the Rebels, if he offer- 
ed to adventure his Perſon to ſuppreſs 
hem: When vou have made this agree 
in Senſe, let us know how you can {up- 
noſe the ſame Perſon, the wiſeſt King in 
hriſtendom, and yet ſo foolith to ftudy 
his own Deſtruction: for who could ſufter 
© much in the Ruin of this Nation as 
uimiclf ? For his hindering the Earl of 
Leiceſiers going into beland , he had 
mach more Reaion to do ſo, than the Par- 
Iament had to hinder him, and therefore 
you may as well conclude them guilty, 
To nin! It, , of the Rebellion. 
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That the ſoldor exchang d for Arms and 
Ammunition the Cloath and Proviſions 
ſent by the Parliament to the Proteſtants 
in Jreland, you muit either accuie the 
Parliament, which ſeizd upon his Arms 
firſt, and uſed them againſt him, or prove 
them above the Law of Nature, (which I 
believe you had rather do) that commands
